To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County  Borough  of  West 
!  Hartlepool. 

It  is  customary  in  giving  vital  statistics  to  compare  the  figures 
;  of  the  preceding  year,  but  these  show  merely  the  slight  variations 
that  occur  from  year  to  year,  so  in  addition,  I  wish  to  quote  the 
comparative  figures  for  1900.  Such  a  lapse  of  time,  whilst  still  in  the 
memory  of  some  of  us,  shows,  whether  progress  has  been  significant, 
where  possibly  we  have  not  made  sufficient  progress,  perhaps  there 
may  be  recessions,  and  it  indicates  in  which  directions  Public  Health 
should  concentrate  its  efforts. 

I  set  out  some  of  these  figures  at  the  end  of  this  introductory 
letter,  for  all  to  see  and  digest,  but  in  doing  so,  I  personally  would  like 
to  call  attention  to  the  figures  in  a  popular  way  as  opposed  to  rate 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  may  mean  little  or  nothing  to 
i  most  people. 

First  of  all,  we  are  dealing  with  a  much  larger  population.  The 
increase  has  been  10,000,  or  roughly  between  15  per  cent,  and  16  per 
!  cent.  962  persons  died  as  against  our  present  figure  of  913  ;  2,162 
babies  were  born  as  against  1,360,  but  280  of  these  died  in  the  first 
year  of  life  as  compared  with  59  in  the  year  under  review.  In  other 
words,  translated  into  a  rate,  13  in  every  100  children  died  before  one 
year  of  age  as  against  the  present  figure  of  4-3. 

I  would  further  mention  in  regard  to  death  rates,  that  it  is  well 
established  that  people  generally  are  living  longer  and  at  any  age  the 
|  expectation  of  life  figure  is  greater,  and  in  addition  the  population 
|  contains  a  very  much  higher  percentage  of  older  people. 
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Before  dealing  with  detailed  causes  of  death,  it  is  interesting  and 
perhaps  consoling  to  know  that  540  out  of  913,  or  over  50  per  cent,  of 
deaths  occur  in  the  age  groups  65  and  upwards,  more  than  half  of  that 
above  75. 

Returning  again  to  our  comparison,  it  will  be  seen  that  Tuber¬ 
culosis  accounted  for  165  deaths  compared  with  to-day’s  figure  of  45, 
but  Heart  Disease,  including  associated  circulatory  diseases,  rose  from 
110  in  1900  to  319,  but  50  of  these  were  in  the  age  group  65  and  up  ; 
below  45  there  occurred  only  8  deaths.  Cancer,  recognised  popularly 
as  a  death  of  old  age,  rose  from  31  to  135,  but  again  72  of  these  deaths 
occurred  in  people  over  65. 


Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  always  prevalent  in  this  area,  although 
declining  in  recent  years,  does  not,  in  view  of  the  great  success  of  the 
anti-biotic  drugs,  give  us  much  comfort  in  our  reflections — indeed 
what  might  have  conditions  been  but  for  these  drugs  ? 

Fifty  years  ago,  Dr.  Morison,  the  then  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
was  making  an  elaborate  appeal  for  the  first  appointment  of  a  Health 
Visitor  for  the  Borough,  and  also  asking  for  an  office  boy  who  could 
do  clerical  work  and  enable  the  office  to  be  kept  open  the  whole  day. 


Any  credit  for  the  profit  side  of  the  ledger  does  not  go  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  only,  but  largely  to  the  Preventative  Medicine 
Service,  which  is  essentially  a  team  of  workers,  including  Sanitary 
Engineers,  Research  Workers,  Statisticians  and  even  local  Councillors, 
for  in  spite  of  popular  tradition,  a  real  enthusiast  who  gets  something 
done  is  occasionally  returned  at  the  Poll.  But  the  key  person  locally 
is  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  round  him  revolves  all  the  local 
efforts  at  Preventative  Medicine,  and  how  is  he  faring  compared  with 
his  predecessor  of '50  years  ago  ?  A  fellow  worker  in  Public  Health 
has  recently  stated  that  since  1948  until  to-day  we  have  seen  the  end 
of  the  beginning  of  the  new  regime.  Some  others  feel  that  1948  saw 
the  beginning  of  the  end  of  Public  Health  Service.  Whilst  not  entirely 
agreeing  with  the  latter  view,  I  think  that  a  very  definite  disservice 
was  done  to  Preventative  Medicine  in  the  1948  Act  and  an  even  greater 
blow  was  dealt  by  the  Industrial  Court  Award  of  this  year. 


The  counsel  for  the  employers'  side  argued  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  an  executive  officer  and  somewhat  less  of  a  doctor.  The 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  were  granted  an  award  less  than  the  newly 
qualified  Assistant  in  General  Practice  can  command — because  he  had 


[  prospects,  and  was  slightly  more  associated  with  clinical  medicine. 

In  these  days  we  are  accustomed  to  inflation,  but  what  a  salutary 
I  shock  to  one’s  ego  is  deflation. 

Truly  like  the  leaders  of  lost  causes,  in  his  enthusiasm,  the  Medical 
K  Officer  picks  up  the  banner  to  find  new  fields  to  conquer  in  social 
jii  medicine,  but  when  these  enthusiasts  fade  out,  who  is  to  follow  ? 
I)  Ter  over  twelve  months  we  have  been  trying  to  get  an  Assistant 
•  f  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  failed. 

Again  we  have  tried  to  get  two  or  three  more  Health  Visitors  and 
f  failed,  but  we  pay  Midwives  more  than  Health  Visitors,  who  are  usually 
much  more  highly  qualified,  and  in  this  district  we  have  never  been 
short  of  Midwives. 

Someone,  somewhere  in  authority,  must  be  more  realistic. 


I  could  dilate  on  the  crowded  surgeries  of  General  Practitioners, 
filled  with  people  wanting  certificates  or  the  inevitable  bottle  of 
medicine.  What  is  the  present-day  value  of  a  Doctor’s  Certificate  ? 
And  apart  from  the  psychological  effect,  what  is  the  use  of  the  great 
bulk  of  medicine  that  is  prescribed  ?  Unless  he  is  courageous,  the 
doctor  dare  not  refuse  because  he  might  lose  his  income. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  cost  is  wasted  and  would  be  far  more 
profitably  used  on  measures  directed  to  prevent  the  necessity  for 
hours  of  surgery  waiting,  etc. 


1  that  “  prevention  is  better  than  cure. 


The  General  Practitioner  must  become  part  and  parcel  of  Pre¬ 
ventative  Medicine,  because  he  has  the  intimate  contact  with  the 
people,  and  let  them  at  least  pay  more  than  lip  service  to  the  old  adage 


Extra  provision  has  been  made  for  Tuberculosis  accommodation, 
and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  medical  staff.  In  the  other 
hospitals  more  nurses  are  coming  forward  and  Consultants  galore  have 
|  been  appointed,  with  the  greatest  difficulty  in  allocating  the  available 
beds  to  their  own  particular  ideas,  and  with  the  numerous  building 
costs,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  any  extensive  further  hospital 
accommodation. 


Immunisation  is  going  ahead  ;  mass  radiography  is  done  at 
regular  intervals,  but  little  or  no  progress  is  being  recorded  in  the 
provision  of  places  for  mentally  defective  children.  They  are  ascer¬ 
tained,  all  too  easy  to  find,  but  what  to  do  with  them  is  the  problem, 
when  about  one  institutional  vacancy  is  granted  in  about  eighteen 
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months.  Meanwhile,  much  misery  goes  on  in  their  hemes,  and  many 
keep  appearing  repeatedly  before  the  Courts,  and  even  in  the  most 
disastrous  behaviour  cases,  little  or  nothing  can  be  done. 

Housing  is  securing  attention,  but  progress  is  extremely  slow. 

The  figure  of  persons  per  house — 3-6- — for  the  Borough  appears 
reasonable  in  spite  of  the  prevailing  overcrowding  and  derelict  proper¬ 
ties  which  abound.  Compare  this  with  Dr.  Morison’s  Report — 5-4 
persons  per  house  and  between  300  and  400  empty  houses  at  the 
census  of  1901.  What  would  we  give  for  a  reservoir  of  housing  help 
of  this  sort  in  our  present-day  conditions. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  say  that  taken  on  the  whole,  the  vital  statistics 
are  quite  presentable  compared  with  recent  years  and  similar  com¬ 
munities. 

I  have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help,  consideration,  and 
of  the  latitude  granted  me  by  the  Committee,  and  I  would  like  to 
thank  my  fellow  officials  and  members  of  my  staff  for  their  helpful 
and  ready  co-operation  during  the  year.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

(By  Dr.  J.  F.  FARQUHAR). 

WELFARE  CENTRES. 

These  centres  have  continued  the  policy  inaugurated  last  year. 
To  some  older  mothers,  the  changes  have  been  unwelcome,  but  the 
new  clients  fall  in  readily  with  the  routine.  We  have  also  inaugurated 
a  “  Toddlers’  Day  ”  at  each  centre,  once  a  month.  With  a  little 
keenness  on  the  part  of  the  staff,  to  keep  it  up  to  the  mark,  it  is  a  very 
valuable  feature. 

Because  the  combined  immunising  injections  against  Whooping 
Cough  and  Diphtheria  were  suspect  in  some  quarters  as  being  a  cause 
of  Poliomyelitis,  we  stopped  giving  these  in  the  clinics  unless  on  special 
request.  We  have,  at  present,  resumed  the  Diphtheria  immunising, 
and  hope  that  before  long  the  check  given  to  this  very  valuable 
prophylactic  measure  in  saving  children  from  severe  and  often  fatal 
illness  will  be  caught  up  with.  It  is  worth  remarking  here  that  the 
mothers  were  more  disappointed  than  relieved  to  find  that  the 
immunising  was  temporarily  suspended. 

The  number  of  Health  Visitors  is  in  status  quo — one  went  and 
one  came. 

The  work  goes  on  ;  the  continual  giving  of  good  advice,  which, 
if  one  waits  long  enough,  does  seem  to  bear  fruit. 

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  among  the  children  this 
year  and  their  general  condition  is  good. 

One’s  thanks  go  to  the  staff  for  their  valuable  help. 

VICTORIA  ROAD  DAY  NURSERY. 

This  Nursery  is  as  much  in  demand  as  ever.  There  seems  to  be 
an  impression  among  the  public  that  there  is  room  there  for  their 
children  for  the  asking,  and  it  makes  Matron’s  task  of  arranging  the 
waiting  list  very  hard  going,  for  every  case  seems  urgent,  and  some 
must  be  disappointed. 

We  have  had  a  year  now  as  a  non-training  nursery,  and  what  may 
have  been  lost  on  the  swings  has  been  more  than  gained  on  the 
roundabouts.  The  running  of  the  nursery  is  simplified  and  we  are 
free  of  that  restless  and  anxious  atmosphere  which  sprang  from  the 
constant  coming  and  going  of  different  shifts  of  students  and  the 
preparation  of  them  for  the  examinations. 
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The  nursery  has  been  several  times  broken  into  and  damaged 
by  boys. 

The  children  are  healthy  and  content.  Our  need  of  equipment  of 
all  sorts  is  constant  and  expensive,  but  with  60  inquisitive  and  active 
toddlers,  how  can  it  be  otherwise  ?

HOME  HELPS. 

During  the  year  help  was  supplied  to  some  extent  in  737  cases, 
and  the  average  number  of  helps  employed  was  60.  half  of  whom  were 
engaged  full-time  and  half  part-time. 

Approximately  half  the  number  of  cases  involved  old  people  and 
help  was  given  in  every  case  where  a  doctor  recommended  that  a  home 
help  was  essential. 

Maternity  cases  were  given  full-time  help,  where  recpiired,  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks  or  less. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Ambulance  Service  comprises  4  ambulances  and  a  sitting-case 
car,  and  the  depot  is  manned  by  a  staff  of  19  male  and  female  drivers 
and  attendants. 

In  the  table  which  follows,  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  during 
the  year  is  divided  into  monthly  totals,  showing  the  types  of  case 
conveyed  and  the  mileage  covered.  Out  of  Borough  cases  are  shown 
separately.

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TUBERCULOSIS  REPORT. 

(By  Dr.  J.  B.  ROBINSON). 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  an  increase  of  about  80  cases  on  ohe 
Register  as  compared  with  the  year  1949.  This  may  be  accounted 
for  by  the  activities  of  Mass  Radiography,  and  perhaps  a  greater 
awareness  for  the  need  of  chest  X-ray  in  cases  of  unaccountable 
ill-health.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  does  not,  of  course, 
tell  the  whole  story  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Municipality.  We  still 
continue  to  see  children  with  primary  infections,  in  many  cases  being 
unable  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection.  It  would  seem  that  only 
X-ray  of  the  full  population  would  give  us  a  true  picture,  but  at  present 
it  is  doubtful  whether  we  would  get  more  than  a  propoition  who  would 
be  willing  to  have  this  examination. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  during  the  year  gradually  to  drop  the 
name  and  some  of  the  methods  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  ;  less 
and  less  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  vitamin  preparations,  cough  mixtures  and 
invalid  foods  have  been  given  out ;  more  and  more  we  have  endeavoured 
to  work  the  Clinic  on  the  lines  of  a  hospital,  referring  the  patients  to 
their  own  doctors  for  medicinal  treatments  and  sending  them  away 
with  advice  rather  than  bottles.  (At  the  Brierton  Chest  Clinic  no  stock 
of  medicines  or  foods  is  kept  at  all.)  These  measures  are  an  attempt 
to  emphasise  that  tuberculosis  is  a  disease  and  not  an  unfortunate, 
inevitable  condition  which  afflicts  people  as  a  result  of  bad  luck  and 
fate.  Only  when  tuberculosis  is  brought  into  line  with  other  branches 
of  Medicine  can  we  expect  to  get  real  progress.  In  this  Municipality, 
Health  Visitors  are  encouraged  to  advise  instead  of  making  copious 
notes  which  are  often  not  read,  and  which  distract  them  Rom  real 
observation.  In  last  year’s  Report  I  drew  attention  to  the  need  for 
more  Health  Visitors,  but  sc  far  these  have  not  been  procurable.  It 
should  be  understood  how  important  in  prevention  and  management 
the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  is,  and  I  wmuld  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  saying  how  much  we  in  this  town  are  indebted  to  Miss 
A.  Bagshawr  and  Mrs.  S.  Lambert. 

The  Council  continues  to  be  helpful  in  the  matter  of  housing,  and 
maintains  an  admirable  interest  in  all  aspects  of  our  work. 

In  the  year  under  review  there  has  been  no  great  change  of  the 
overall  picture  ;  however,  more  beds  and  facilities  both  medical  and 
surgical  are  envisaged  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  encouraging.

The  Council  are  anxious  to  secure  the  removal  to  other  premises 
as  soon  as  possible,  of  all  the  old  people  resident  in  the  Howbeck  Hostel, 
both  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  standard  of  accommodation 
available  to  residents  and  also  to  enable  the  Hartlepools  Hospitals 
i  Management  Committee  to  proceed  with  their  scheme  of  reorganisation 
at  the  General  Hospital.  With  this  object  in  view  negotiations  were 
completed  during  the  course  of  the  year  for  the  purchase  by  the  Council 
of  Briarfields,  Elwick  Road,  and  at  the  same  time  negotiations,  though 
not  concluded,  were  proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  Dinsdale  Lodge, 
Seaton  Carew.  It  is  fully  anticipated  that  this  latter  property  will 
be  acquired  eventually.  If  and  when  the  necessary  alterations  and 
adaptations  have  been  carried  out  to  these  two  premises  accom¬ 
modation  will  be  provided  in  them  for  some  58  persons. 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  set  out  above  that  this  new  accom¬ 
modation  will  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  even  the  needs  of  persons  who 
are  at  present  resident  in  the  Howbeck  Hostel,  much  less  will  it  meet 
any  future  increase  in  demand  for  residential  accommodation  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  and  the  signs  are  that  such  an  increase 
in  demand  will  arise  during  the  next  few  years. 


It  is  obvious  therefore  that  the  Council  are  faced  with  the  necessit}7" 
for  acquiring  further  properties  for  conversion  into  hostels  for  the 
aged,  or  alternatively,  of  securing  additional  accommodation  by 
new  building. 
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Temporary  Accommodation  for  Homeless  Families. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  never  had  any  working  margin 
of  residential  accommodation  available,  difficulty  has  always  been 
experienced  in  dealing  with  cases  of  homeless  families  which  arise 
from  time  to  time.  So  far  it  has  been  possible  to  house  such  families 
temporarily  in  the  Howbeck  Hostel,  although  frequently  at  some 
inconvenience  to  other  residents.  When  this  hostel  is  no  longer 
available,  however,  some  alternative  means  of  dealing  with  the  problem 
of  homeless  families  will  have  to  be  found.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  Service  is  carried  out  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council’s 
Health  Committee,  which  meets  once  every  month.  The  Committee 
consists  of  11  elected  members  of  the  Council  and  2  co-opted  members. 

Staff  employed  in  the  Mental  Health  Service  is  as  follows  :  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  two  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health  ; 
two  Administrative  Officers  who  are  also  Duly  Authorised  Officers,  and 
a  Male  Clerk. 

Although  the  Children’s  Officer  continued  to  visit  the  female 
mental  defectives  under  supervision,  it  is  intended  that  this  work 
shall  be  undertaken  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  near  future. 


Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment. 

A  regrettable  feature  of  the  year  under  review  has  been  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  accommodation  in  Winterton  Hospital  for 
female  voluntary  cases  which  is  indicated  by  the  small  number  of  this 
type  of  patient  admitted  during  the  year.  This  was  unfortunate  in 
view  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  suffering  from  mental 
illness  who  were  willing  to  enter  hospital  for  treatment. 


Work  undertaken  in  the  Community. 

The  main  part  of  this  work  has  been  carried  out  by  Miss  Ross-Hogg, 
of  the  National  Association  for  Mental  Health,  in  conjunction  with 
my  own  Officers.  Following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  for  the  year

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Accommodation  for  Mental  Defectives. 

I  referred  to  the  problem  of  placing  mental  defectives  in  Institutions 
in  my  last  report  and  mentioned  the  increasing  difficulty  of  obtaining 
vacancies.  The  position  with  regard  to  these  cases  has  grown  steadily 
worse  and  will  deteriorate  still  further  unless  vacancies  in  suitable 
hospitals  are  found  for  some  of  these  patients.  There  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  awaiting  accommodation  and  I 
have  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Regional  Psychiatrist- 
on  several  occasions.  In  addition,  I  have  approached  the  Medical 
Superintendents  of  Prudhoe  and  Monkton  Hospital  and  Avcliffe 
Hospital  on  individual  cases  which  have  arisen  from  time  to  time. 
The  problem  is  a  national  one  and  the  only  solution  would  appear  to 
be  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  for  this  type  of  patient.  In 
the  meantime  those  who  are  waiting  in  their  homes  are  visited 
regularly  in  the  same  way  as  the  other  patients  under  supervision. 

Supervision  of  mental  patients  on  licence  is  carried  out  in  con¬ 
junction  with  Miss  Crosse,  of  Prudhoe  and  Monkton  Hospital.

Housing. 

It  has  not  been  possible  during  the  year  to  take  any  action  in 
making  Clearance  Areas  in  the  Borough,  and  we  have  had  to  be  satisfied 
with  making  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders  against  the  worst  houses, 
and  enforcing  repairs  in  appropriate  cases. 

Unfortunately  the  economic  side  of  the  question  largely  governs 
this  complex  problem.  Many  houses  are  let  at  such  low  rentals,  and 
the  cost  of  maintenance  has  risen  to  such  an  extent,  that  the  property 
is  not  an  economic  proposition  and  owners  are  offering  properties  at 
a  low  figure  or  as  a  gift  to  the  Corporation. 

Another  important  factor  is  the  ability  of  the  tenants  occupying 
the  worst  type  of  property  to  pay  the  rent  of  new  houses. 

As  is  to  be  expected,  such  persons  as  Old  Age  Pensioners  and 
Widows  without  other  income  than  their  pensions,  gravitate  to  the 
low  rented  houses,  which  of  course  are  in  the  areas  where  clearance 
is  most  likelv. 

In  theory  the  answer  would  seem  to  be  rehousing  tenants  from 
better  old-type  houses,  thereby  creating  vacancies  for  rehousing 
tenants  from  the  poor  areas.  This  has  so  far  not  worked  out  in  practice, 
because  owners  of  property  prefer  to  sell  with  vacant  possession  rather 
than  let  to  a  tenant. 

The  Corporation,  in  an  endeavour  to  alleviate  the  position,  bought 
some  old-tvpe  property,  and  reconditioned  it  on  a  modest  scale.  As 
opportunity  arises,  selected  tenants  are  re-housed  in  better  propertv. 
thus  creating  vacancies  for  tenants  who  otherwise  would  have  little 
chance  of  being  re-housed. 

In  all  communities  there  are  tenants  who,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  cannot  afford  to  live  in  the  new  houses,  and  others,  it  must 
be  sakl,  who  are  not  worthy  of  the  housing  accommodation  now  beiim 
built.  Therefore,  to  provide  alternative  accommodation  for  the 
poorer  families,  as  it  becomes  necessary  to  demolish  the  houses  they 
at  present  occupy,  it  would  seem  to  be  good  practice,  for  this  purpose, 
to  extend  the  purchase  of  old  property  with  a  reasonable  life. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  is  in  the  hands  of  a  private  Company, 
who  derive  the  suppty  from  deep  wells.  The  water  is  not  treated  or 
filtered  except  that  the  water  is  chlorinated. 

The  supply  is  abundant  for  present  needs  and  of  satisfactory 
quality,  although  very  hard. 

Every  house  has  a  piped  supply,  direct  from  the  main,  but  in  many 
of  the  older  houses,  the  water  tap  is  placed  in  the  open  yard. 

Eight  samples  have  been  taken  for  chemical  or  bacteriological 
examination,  including  one  from  the  bore-hole  of  the  Water  Works 
before  chlorination,  and  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

All  the  Local  Authorities  in  the  Tees-side  Area  have  installed 
Dust  and  Grit  Gauges  to  determine  the  amount  of  soot  and  grit  falling- 
in  their  respective  areas,  and  have  formed  a  Standing  Committee 
comprised  of  representatives  of  all  Authorities  in  the  area  to  consider 
the  results  and  make  recommendations. 


The  contents  of  the  Gauges  are  analysed  each  calendar  month 
and  the  total  solids  found  are  expressed  as  a  fall  of  impurities  in  tons 
per  square  mile.
